‘VISIT TO THE RUINS OF BABYLON. 


I was now fully embarked on 
my jong anticipated expedition : 
‘and having pailed the gate of the 
“weftern fuburb, [looked around 
“me on the vaft extended Chalde- 
“an plain, eaft of the Euphrates, 
with a delight that feemed for 
fome minutes, to fend me on the 
wing over its whole interelting 
Mract ; ranging both fides of that 
anighty river, and to wherever the 
amajelty of Babylon had fiowed 


down its venerable ftream. 


_ According to Herodotus, the 
“walls were fixty miles in circum. 
ference, built of large bricks ce- 
“mented together with bitumen, 
-and raifed round the city in the 
form of an exact fquare ; hence 
they meafured fifteen miles along 
each face. They were 87 feet 
“thick, and three hundred and fifty 
high, protected on the outfide by 
-# valt ditch lined with the fame 


materials, and proportioned ia 
_ depth and width to the elevation 
' of the walls. 


: They were enter- 
ed by 25 gates on each side, made 


Al folid brass: and additionally 
 Rrengthened by 250 towets,— 
Within thefe walls rofe the mal- 
 fitudinous ftreets, pdlaces, and 


- other great works of Babylon ; in- 


‘ «lading the temple of Belus, the 





hanging gardensg and all the 


“Magnificence which conftituted 


srhis city the wonder of the world, 
3 


A branch of the Euphrates 
flowed through the city from the 
norih to the fouth ; and was crofi- 
ed by a {trong bridge, conftruct- 
ed at the foundation with large 
ftones faftened together with lead 
and irom While it was building, 
the courfe of the river was turn- 
ed into a large bafin, to the welt 
of the town, which had been cut 
to the extent of forty fquare miles, 
and feventy-five feet deep, for yet 
a nobler purpofe ; to receive the 
fame ample ftream, while the 
great artificial banks were erect- 
ed of brick on each fide of the 
bed of the river, te fecure the 
country from its too abundant 
overfiow. Canals were cut for 
this purpofe alfo; one of thefe 
led to the immenfe bafin already 
defcribed, which, when required, 
difembouged the river imto its ca- 
pacious bofom ; and always con- 
tinued to receive its superfluxs 
returning the water, when neces- 
fary, by various fluices to enrich. 
the ground. During the three 
great empires of the Eaft, no tract 
of the whole appears to have been 
fo reputed for fertility and riches 
as the diftrict of Babylonia; and 
all arifing from the due manage- 
ment of this mighty ftream.— 
Herodotus méntions, that even 
when reduced to the rank of a 
province, it yielded a revenue to 
the kings of Perfia that compris- 
ed half their income. And the 


texms in which the {criptures de» 
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{eribe its natural as well as acquir- 
ed fupremacy, when it was the 
imperial city, evidenee the fame 
facts. They call it ‘ Babylon, 
the glory of kingdoms, the beau- 
ty of Chaldee’s excellency : T'he 
Lady of Kingdoms, given to 
pleafure, that liveth carelesily,and 
fayeth in her heart, J am, and 
there is none elfe befide me.”— 
But now in the fame expreffive 
Janguage we may fay, “ She {its 
as a widow on the giound.— 
There is no morea throne for 
thee, O daughter of the Chal- 
deans!” As for the abundance 
of the country, it has vanithed as 
clean away as if the bofom of 
defolation had fwept it from north 
to fouth; the whole land, from 
the outfkirts of Bagdad to the 
fartheft ftretch of fight, being a 
melancholy watte. 

The prefent population of this 
part of the country confilts of a 
race of Arabs, called the tribe of 
Zobeide ; but from their fituation, 
bemg much in contact with the 
Turks, they have loft their nation- 
al character of independence, and 
acquired in its ead rather de- 
grading than elevated habits. 

Mahowill lies four miles, from 
the Hadge’s khaun ; and is only 
feparated from the -plain more 
immediately connected with the 
remains of Babylon, by the em- 
bankments of two once noble ca- 
nals, very near each other, and 
running almoft due eaft and wett. 
In the frft which we croffed by 
a back bridge we faw water.— 
Thefe canals feem at prefent to 
be regarded as the boundary 
whence decided veitiges of the 
great city commence; and we 
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foon difcovered their widely 
fpreading tracts, In croffin 
the kridge, which leads to thoj, 
immenfe tumuli of temples, pala. - 
ces, and human habitations of ey. 
ery defcription, now buried in 
fhapeless heaps, and a filence pro. 
found as the grave; I could ny ~ 
but feel an indefcribable awe in 
thus pafling, as it were, the gate; 
of * fallen Babylon”? 
Between this bridge and Hil 
lah, (fomething more than eigh: 
miles diftant) three piles of great 
magnitude particularly attrac: 
attention; but there are many ~ 
minor objects to arreft inveltiga 
tion on the way. A mound of 
aonfiderable elevation rofe on ou: 
left as we rode along, not fire 
hundred yards from the fecond 
embankment; its floping fide: 
were covered with broken bricks 
and other fragments of paft build 
iggs, while the ground aroun 
its bafe prefented a molt nitrou ~ 
furface. Ata few hundred yard — 
again, another mound project — 
oF till greater height, and from 
it braached fuberdinate elevation 
in feveral directions.

I 
rode a confiderabe way along its 
bafe, to examine whether there 
might not be fome trace of a ditch,

bylon, yet I faw no caufe to 
doubt its being a remnant of fome 
minor interior boundary. 

The whole of our way was on 


_atolerably equal tract; except- 
ing were brokenby {mall mounds, 


detached pieces ofcanal embank- 


ments and other indications of a 


_ place in ruins; mingled with 


marfhy hollows in the ground, 


and large nitrous fpofs from the 
_ depofits of accumulated rubbifh.

fufed our antiquarian refearches, 
the endlefs ramificatiens of minor 
aqueducts, whofe remains inter- 
fected the way.

wandering in folitude like a pil- 

rim monarch through the filent 
ruins of his devafted kingdom, 
{till appeared a noble river, even 
under all the difadvantages of its 
defert-tracked courfe. Its banks 
were hoary with reeds, and the 
grey ofier willows were yet there, 
on which the captives of Ifrael 
hung their harps, and, while Jeru- 
falem was not, refufed to be com- 
forted. Buc how isthe reft of the 
{cene changed fince then! At 
tliat time, thefe broken Mills were 
palaces; thofe long undulating 
mounds, ftreets ; this vaft folitude 
filled with the bufy fubjects of the 
proud daughter of the Eat! Now, 
‘ wafted with mifery,’ her habita~ 
tions are notto be found; and for 
herfelf, ‘the worm is {pread over 
her.” 

His immediate object was to 
vifit the tower of Babel, that fu- 
penduous, artificial mountain, e- 
rected by Nimrod, in the plain of 
Shinar, and on which, in after 
ages, Nebuchadnezzar raifed the 
temple of Belus. After croffing 
the river, here 430 feet in width, 
and ranging among heaps of ru- 
ins at length the object of his ex- 
pedition prefented itfelf, « ftand- 
ing alone in the folitary watte, 
like the awful figure of Prophecy 
herfelf, ‘pointing to the fulfilment 
of her word.” In approaching 
the ftupenduous pile, he croffed 
feveral canals of vaft dimenfjons, 
in which Babylon is well known 
to have abounded.

Extract of a letter from Elder 
John Spore, jr. to the Editor, 
dated, Greenville, N. T. July 
15, 1823. 

« Beloved Brother,—I would 
once more take my pen in hand 
to write to you of the wonders 
that the Lord has wrought for 
us, in this highly favored part of 
the country. The lengthy con- 
tinuation of the outpouring of 
the fpirit of God, in thefe regions 
would appear almoft incredible. 
I have given you feveral ac- 
counts of the work of the Lord 
in thefe parts. My laft gave a 
particular account of the revival 
inI'renorp. After the gracious 
cloud which had given us fo ma- 
nv mercy drops in this village, 
feemed to move away, for a fow 
weeks, I felt an awful Snking in 
my mind; and after tarrying 
with the fheep and lambs a fhort 
time, in order to feed and com. 
fort them, I felt my mind drawn 
to go in fearch of the cloud. I 
accordingly felt my mind drawn 
to the town of Wefterlo. The 
firlt meeting I attended the fiints 
feemed to be quickened and fone 
who had been rather in: a cold 
and backilidden ftate began to 
awake, One man who had been 
converted fometime before, this 
evening for the firft time, arofe 
to declare it to the people. I 
then berin to think 1 had found 
the clond, but was not fully iat- 
hed; I thought if fome would 
sise¢ to be prayed for, I would 





take it as an evidence that the 
cloud was there and leave anoth- 
er appointment. I made the 
propofal and fix perfons arofe. 
From that evening the bleffed 
work began to move among the 
people, in avifible mannez. Al- 
ready the Lord has far exceeded 
our expectation. The number 
that have been converted, fince 
this work began, Iam not able 
to fay. I think this work com- 
menced in the month of March, 
and fince the laft day of March, 
I have baptized fifty perfons in 
the towns of Welterlo, Coeymans . 
and Greenville. 

The faithfulness of the faints 
in the church meetings has truly 
been productive of good 4 many 
of their converts were first awak- 
ened in our church-mectings, 
which we held in the town of 
Welterlo. Alo the labours of 
Elders, John P. Teats, D. Call, 
and Levi Hathaway, have been 
conducive of promoting the pret- 
perity of this bleffed"work.; and 
alfo the labours of brother Reu- 
ben Alerton, whofe gift has 
been peculiarly comforting to ma- 
ny in that region, as well as othe 
er places.

Dear brother,—Wiiuing to a- 
void two extremes, I have delay- 
ed writing a fhort period; but 
now think beft to defer no long- 
er, left on the one hand, I be too 
tedious in having my name ap- 
pear in publick ; crowd your col- 
umns, burthen the feelings of my 
brethren abroad; or otherwile 
leave them in fufpense as to the 
ftate of things in this part of the 
vineyard. lat leaft on a fuppo- 
fition, believe it is the anxiety of 
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all the friends of Zion, that all 
who begin to build on the foun- 
dation, be able to finith. I there-

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“© He made him to fuck honey cut of 
the rock.” Deut. xxxu. 12. 


Suck honey from a rock! 
How could this poffibly be done ? 
In South Africa, the bees have 
the habit of depofiting, or plafler- 
ing their honey on the furface 
of rockg in cliffs ; which, for its 
protection, they cever over with 
a layer of dark colored wax.— 
‘this by expofure to the weather, 
becomes hard, and of a colour, 
which cannot be diftinguifhed 
from the rock itfelf. Suppofe a 
perfon making an incifion“in this 
outfide coat of wax ; by applying 
his mouth to it, he would eafily 
fucceed in facking out plenty of 
honey. ‘To a person viewing 
him from a little diftance, and. 
obferving fome of the honey drop- 
ping from his chin, he would 
feem to be fucking honey from 
the flinty rock. 

The bees frequently cover trees 
in the fame manner, with their 
honey and wax. I have feen al- 
fo th: gable end ef a Dutch far- 
mer’s houfe plaftered over in the 
famé manner. It proved to him 
a perpetual mine of honey; for 
he had no fooner cut and car- 
ried away a portion of it for the 
ufe of his family, than the bufy 
bees fet to work to fill up the er- 
cavation he had made. As his 
neceflity required continued fup- 
ply, he kept them conilantly at 
work. They are moft expedi. 
tious workers in winter, for that 
is the flower feafon in fuch ci 
mates.—Campbell.

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EXTRAORDINARY FANATICISM. 


Switzerland, March 25. 1828. 
~-The follies of the religious fect, 
of which we have not heard any 
thing for fome time, have’ juft 
been renewed in the fame place 
that formerly was the theatre of 
thefe offenfive proceedings. A 
difgufting fcene took place fome 
days ago in the village of Truli- 
kon, in the canton of Zurich.— 
A dozen individuals, men and 
women, fhut themfelves up in a 
houfe, under pretext of praying. 
An hour afterwards a dreadful 
Noife was heard. The people af- 
fembled, the inhabitants of the 
neighborhood haftened to the 
{fpot, and demanded in vain that 
the hovfe fhould be opened — 
Meantime the tumult increafed 
every moment‘ the door was at 
length forced open, and_thefe 
wretched people were all found 
ftretched on the ground. in vari- 
ous groups.. They were all ar- 
refted Their depofitions ‘pr-éent 
nothing but inftances of deplora- 
ble folly ; they pretend to be in- 
fpired by God. Some of them 
have been taken to the mad houfe. 

P. S. It was hoped that the 
meafures taken by the govern- 
ment of Zurich would fuffice to 
enlighten the fanatics, or at leaft 
to reftrain them within bounds, 
but the ridiculous feenes which 
took place at Trulikon, have fud- 
denly been fucceeded by others 
that are tragical and horrible.— 
in the night of the 14th, a young 
vifionary pretended that Buona. 
parte had appeared to her, and 
infpired her with the refolution to 
die, to fave thoufands of fouls 
This apparition inflamed the im- 
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agination of feveral fanatics, and 
the facrifice was inftantly refolved 
upon. Men women and young 
girls immediately prepared initru- 
ments for the execution, faftened 
the unfortunate young woman to 
a board, and amidft the cries of 
joy uttered by the victim, they 
drove nails into her feet and 
hands, tore her brealt, dafhed her 
head to pieces witha mallet, and 
fung pious hymns to celebrate her 


death, The magiftrates being in-. 


formed, haftened to the fpot.— 
Six of the guilty have been arref- 
ed, and the inveftigation is ftill 
going on. 

Later accounts juft announce 
to us, that a fiiter of this unhappy 
young woman has alfo perifhed in 
the moft cruel tertures, likewife a 
victim of religious rage. Her 
brother-in law has declared him- 
felf to have been her affaflin, but 
he pretends to have fulfilled the 
will of God and boafts of his 
crime.—Jour. de Frankfort.

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al of Gaptain Wm. Scorefby, 


while exploring the coaft of Green- 

land in 1822.] 

On Sunday, September Itt, 
the fea was obferved coloured in 
veins or patches, of a brown 
colour, fometimes with a yel- 
lowifh green; and this water on 
being examined by the microf- 
cope, appeared fwarming with 
minute marine animals. A drop 
of this water contained 26,500 
animalcules. Hence reckoning 
fixty drops to a dram, there 
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would be a number in a gallon 
of water, exceeding by one-half 
the amount of the population 
of the whole globe. It affords 
an interefting conception of the 
minutenefs of fome tribes of an- 
imals, when we think of more 
than 26,000 individuals, living, 
obtaining iubfittence, and mov- 
ing pertectly at their eafe in a 
fingle drop of water. “* A whale,” 
{ays our author, * requires a fea, 
an ocean to {port in; about an 
hundred and fifty millions of 
thefe minute creatures, would 
have abundant room in a tum- 
bler of water.

PASSAGE OF THIE RED SEA. 


Extract from a Letter on the paf- 
fage of the Red Sea by the Chil- 
dren of Ifraz!, in their rout from 

’ Egypt to mount Sinai. 


oe eeee ee Tt was at the ex- 
tremity of the plain Bede, near 
thefe hot {prings, that the hofts of 
ifrael encamped clofe to the 
fources of Thouairecq. This is 
the place called in Scripture Phi 
Hahiroth, and which was the 
thnd ftation of the Ifraelites.— 
The name of this place in He- 
arew, fignifies the mouth of the 
Loles, and Thouairecq in Arabic 
‘ignifies gaping holes conduits.— 
“his place has probably been fo 
denominated form ten or twave 
little fources of alt or brackith 
water, ifluing from refervoirs ar- 
tifcially cut in the rock, but 
now nearly choked with fand. 
The plain of Bede is,as I have 
oblerved, fix leagues in width. 
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The Ifraelites extended the front 
of their army as widely as pef- 
fible towards Migdol, which ts 
the pofition oppofite which the 
fea is narroweft. The Egyp- 
tians, on the contrary, marched 
towards Baal Zephon, in order 
to take poffeffion of that poft, 
and to prevent even the impoffi- 
ble chance of the efcape of any 
part of the Hebrew army by 
turning up the narrow defile 
which winds sound that moun- 
tain on the fea coaft, and by a 
path fearcely wide enough for 
twenty men to ftand abreatt, 
leads directly to Suez, or the an- 
cient Aarfinoe. One view of the 
little map fybjoined, will fthow 
you that the army of the Ifrael- 
ites was now compietely hemmed 
in. Enclofed by the impaflable 
barriers, formed of the maceffi- 
ble crags of Baal Zephon, and 
of Migdol on either fide, limits 
ed by the ocean in front, and pent | 
in by the troops of Egypt be- 
hind, they were circumfcribed by 
a line of circumvallation, which 
was, humanly fpeaking. abfolute- 
ly impenetrable. In the horrors 
of fo hopelefs a fituation, “the 
unbelieving Ifraelites could no 
longer contain their murmurs. 
They faw themfelves apparently 
loft without refource. Difmay 
and conficrnation pervaded the 
whele camp, and they began 
with one voiceto reproach Mo- 
fes with bringing them to per- 
ifh in that wildernefs, as though 
there had béen no graves in 
Egypt. 

Then Mofes, well knowing in 
whom he had believed, with un- 
moved conftancy commanded the 
perturbed multitudes in the mem- 
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erable words, “Fear not! ftand 
ftill,and fee the falvation of God.” 
Exod. xiv. 13. 

Then God fhewed that he 
wlone was the fupreme Lord 
of nature and the elements, an 
alj fufficient, a complete Saviour ; 
and at the fame time pleinly 
demonftrated to the Egyptians, 
that he, not the vain idol Baal 
Zephon, was the only true and 
mighty God, the only guardian 
and pretector of his people.— 
At his command, Mofes ftrikes 
the waves withhis rod. the wa- 
ters divide—and receding on ei- 
ther fide, leave a firm and dry bot- 
tom in the midft of the ocean. He 
commands, and the aftonifhed ar- 
my march between the wall of 
waters which flank them on eith- 
er fide. All march with confi- 
dence and without the lofs of a 
moment’s time. The command 
of God, the ftupendous prodigy 
of their deliverance, the novelty 
of the road, their joy at fo unex- 
pected and unhoped for an ef- 
cape the aflurance of freedom, 
all contributed to infpire them 
with alacrity and exultation.— 
The Ifraelites probably began 
their march clofe to Phi Hahiroth, 
which is only half a mile from 
the fhore. The fea being there 
only about fifteen miles acrofs, 
whereas but a very little tather to 
the fouth, the paffage is at leaft 


thirty miles, confequeatly mfore than wouid 
be poflible to achieve in one nights march.
